Inspector Peelco said: “I went with 
other officers to la, Fairholt-rd., where 
Lyons occupied furnished rooms. 


“At the end of the garden, wrapped 
up in a waterproof sheet, we found a 
cardboard box hidden behind the 
garden roller. The box contained 
seven hand grenades and eleven rounds 
of ammunition.” 


In Lyons’s room were found news- 
paper cuttings indicating Irish Republi- 
can sympathies. 

Lyons stated from the dock that he 
had no knowledge of “the stuff.” Any 
member of the public had access to the 
garden. The newspaper cuttings re- 
lated to people he knew, but it did not 
follow that he had the same sympathies. 

The magistrate said: “Having regard 
to the serious condition of things I can 
only come to the conclusion that there 
is evidence here to justify a remand in 
custody until Monday.” 


WIFE SAW ARREST 

“ Although you have got us, the cause 
will still go on.” This was the reply 
a.leged to. have been given by John 
Gavahan, accused at Manchester with 
conspiring to cause an explosion. 

Describing Gavahan’s arrest, Supt. 
Page said: 

“Accompanied by three other officers 
I visited a house in Mahogany-st., 
Hulme, Manchester, where I saw 
Gavahan and his wife. 

“I told him we had reason to believe 
he was connected with Patrick Walsh 
and others in custody regarding the 
serious explosion in Manchester on 
January 16.” 

The Superintendent said that Gava- 
han, making no reply, put his hand in 
his pocket and handed all his belongings 
over to his wife. 

On his way to the police station 
Gavahan said: 

“Something will probably happen to 
Liverpool to-night.” 
Superintendent Page continued: “I 

sent a communication to Liverpool and 
apparently nothing has happened.” 

The proceedings lasted only two 
minutes, and Gavahan was remanded in 
custody until Friday. 

When two men were charged at Liver- 
pool, it was stated that a large quantity 
of documents “to which the prosecution 
attached considerable importance ” were 
found in their house. 

Michael Joseph Mason, twenty-nine, 
and Joseph Walker, twenty-five, of Great 
Nelson-st., Liverpool, accused of being in 
possession of six electrical leads were 
remanded in custody until Tuesday. 

Mr. J. R. Bishop, prosecuting, said that 
police officers visited the house about 
midnight. 

Evidence showed that Walker paid a 
visit to London on Monday and returned 
to Liverpool on Friday. 

The electrical leads were similar to 
leads found in Manchester at the time 
of outrages, the Bench would remember. 


HAVE YOU SEEN 
THIS CASE? 


Last night Scotland Yard issued a 
circular headed “ Bomb Explosions—can 
you help?” It reads:— 

“Scotland Yard is anxious to trace 
any person who may have seen this 
case. 

“It is of uncommon dimensions, 25 in. 
by 11 in. by 11 in., of good quality 
medium brown fibre, lined with brown 
cloth, handle secured with two yellow 
metal circular studs j in. in diameter; 
four similar studs on bottom of case, and 
two yellow metal locks. May have been 
made for a special purpose. 

“ Any person may have seen it, such as 
a lodging-house keeper or hotel porter.” 

The case was blown into small pieces 
by the explosion at one of the London 
tube stations, and the fragments were 
sifted from the broken masonry and 
debris at the station. 

The fragments were taken to Scotland 
Yard, where officers of the Central Office 
pieced them together.

Y negotiations with the Emperor 

were unfortunately too secret, 

said the Governor-General, for any 

public mention. “ World affairs might 
be embarrassed.” 

Time after time I called, with Smiler, 
for an audience. I kidded Smiler that 
he would have to kowtow, put his fore- 
head on the floor, We prepared for a 
most impressive reception. 

But things seldom happen as you 
expect. One day, Colonel Gouraud told 
me that the Emperor would meet me 
privately at the Quick Lunch Bar in 
the Strand. This, the first of its kind 
ih London, was an American affair op- 
posite Charing Cross Hospital. They 
sold Boston beans, and you sat on high 
stools. 

I arrived early, and soon there came 
along a slight, alert figure, not much 
taller than General Roberts, with blue, 
piercing eyes. He reminded you of 
quicksilver 

He seemed as though he were going 
to dart off somewhere suddenly. This, 
of course, may have been because of 
the reporters. who, for months, had 
chased him to get his plans. 

When I bowed, the Emperor said, 
“Have some beans.” 

So, on high stools we sat, while the 
traffic went by outside and people 
passed, indifferent to the fact that a 
reporter was eating Boston beans with 
an Emperor within a few yards of them 
and saying, “ Wouldn’t you rather be a 
European king?” 

Alas, the Empire did not materialise 
ae the Kingdom disappeared that 

ay 

The Emperor dismissed it with the 
words : “Our Imperial relations with 
His Majesty the Sultan of Turkey are 
such that we could not embarrass him 
by negotiating with his enemies.” 

So the Armenians didn’t get their 
rifles. Lebaudy did not get his crown. 
And I did not get my interview, for I 
was pledged to secrecy. 

Soon after, they said that the 
Saharan flag had been stolen from the 
Savoy Hotel. Actually, it had fallen 
aa behind the Governor-General’s 

In the end, Harry Woodhouse took 
the Emperor to court. Affronted, 
Lebaudy left England. 

Fifteen years later a woman who was 
living with him shot him on Long 
Island. When tried for murder, she 
was acquitted because she pleaded that 


she was defending her daughter’s 
honour. 
By that time, according to the 


American papers, Lebaudy’s fortune 
was £12,000,000. The Emperor was not 
such a fool as he reads He had been 
rigging the railway market. 

To-day, looking back, I can scarcely 
believe any of this. But then what 
could you believe about a self-made 
Emperor whose every. day in London 
was a Strand night entertainment? 


MY MEETING WITH 
ABE HUMMEL 


WONDER if a few years ago, you 

ever saw walking along a London 
street a very small, old man, almost a 
dwarf with two small old women. all 
three about the same size They all had 
small hands and small] feet. but the 
man had also a big forehead. The 
women were his two sisters—“* The 
Girls,” as he called them. 

If you passed this extraordinary trio, 
which might also have come from 


“ Jacques I,” 
“ His Imperial Majesty ” provided 
a laugh in every line; but he proved after 

all that he was not the fool that he 
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self-styled Emperor of 
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Midget Town, you would have turned 
and stared at their quaintness and lack 
of inches, utterly ignorant of the fact 
that the man had, a few years before, 
been probably the most unscrupulous 
lawyer New York ever knew. 

When first I met him at a London 
dinner party I said, as we were intro- 
duced: “I turned you up in the cuttings 
to-night.” 

There came into his eye a start. Even 
the imperturbability of years had been 
shocked by remembrance. 

It was not a very promising begin- 
ning for an acquaintance that de- 
veloped as the years went on. For you 
could not help liking Abe Hummel. He 
was such a nice little man, so friendly, 
so full of courtesy. 

Abe knew everybody, yes, and he 
knew things about them you didn’t 
read ` about in “Whos Who in 
America” or even in the Hearst papers.

You could not "believe, when you 
studied his polite, dapper quietness, 
and you knew the kindly things he did, 
that for years, as partner in the firm 
of Howe and Hummel, he ran in Centre- 
st„ just near the Tombs Prison, a 
shyster law firm which, in the days 
before gangsters ran New York and 
had their own lawyers on the premises, 
was the dive to which went openly 
notorious criminals and, furtively, mil- 
lionaires who were being blackmailed. 

Outside Howe and Hummel’s there 
was a sign eight times as long as Abe 
and nearly as high as he was, a sign 
which bore the firm’s name, lit up at 
night. There was always someone on 
the premises. 

William F. Howe, a big man who 
could have out-talked Marshall Hall, 
was the mouthpiece. He went to court 
full of long perorations in’ which he 
screamed, for instance, about the 
“ spirituality ” of some depraved mur- 
deress who, because of his appeals to 
heaven—and the jury’s love of mother 
—would be acquitted, although, before 
Howe started to address the jury, she 
would have been willing to plead guilty 
on condition she got only twenty years. 

Abe Hummel was about one-third of 
the size of his partner. Howe did the 
big stuff. Hummel “fixed things,” 
behind the scenes. And, doing this. he 
would sink to almost anything. 

If you called at the Howe and 
Hummel! office near the Tombs, 
saw, in the entrance, process-servers 
and hangers-on, and, waiting with 
them, crooks of every kind, yes, and 
even notabilities, all waiting their turn. 
They were all the same to Abe. They 
were in a jam, and they wanted his 
assistance. 

While waiting, they would look 
curiously at an enormous Safe, put 
there to impress the simpler clients. 
They thought it was crammed with the 
city’s secrets. Actually it was kept for 
storing coal. 

Inside Abe’s office, when they entered, 
they saw a telephone, on which Abe 
would hold iong conversations with a 
judge. They did not know it was a 
dummy. 
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INTRIGUES TO DEFEAT 
JUSTICE 


oe HUMMEL, “The chorus girl’s 
friend,” as they called him de- 
lighted in preach of promise cases. 

A millionaire might take some show 
girl to supper, write a letter or two, per- 
haps. Then she was after him. She 
went to Abe, who, in the earlier days, 
would settle for £1,000 down, and 
then, most dramatically, would burn 
the letters in an iron brazier, with the 
victim looking on. 

Then there were the fake divorce 
cases, high-handed actions brought 
against theatre managements, the de- 
fence of dope pedlars. Every known 
kind of crookery went, at one time or 
other, to Howe and Hummel. who, for 
years, ran the most notorious shyster 
law firm in the history of New York. 
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When William Travers Jerome be- 
came District Attorney he determined 
to bring Abe Hummel down. For, in 
his attempt to clean up the City, he 
found this dwarf-like man blocking 
with his shrewd brain, suaveness and 
unequalled cunning almost everything 
he did. 

In the end, though, as always hap- 
pens, the law won Abe Hummel was 
sent to Blackwell’s Island. Even there, 
they tel! me, he would emerge at night, 
whenever he wished. and go to the 
theatre. Even in prison he could pull 
strings. 

They had brought him down in one 
of the most extraordinary marriage 
cases known in America’s law books. 

Charles W Morse who tried to corner 
the New York ice market by bribing 
City officialsk—even Mayor Van Wyck 
had been given stock worth £140.000— 
had married the divorced wife of a man 
called Dodge When Morse’s uncle paid 
Hummel £12,000 to break up the mar- 
riage, Abe, trying to prove that. when 
Mrs. Morse divorced Dodge, process 
papers had not been served on the 
husband, actually got a false Dodge to 
appear in court so that the process 
server could recognise. as Dodge. the 
wrong man. 
this until. 
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He got away even with 


W.T. Jerome. knowing thet if he could 
expcese the fraud and perjury behind 
this case he had got 
sought to bring Dodge to court 


Abe Hummel, 
So Abc’ 


paid Dodge to live in secrecy in New 
Orleans so that he could not be forced 
to attend a New York trial. 

When Jerome had tracked Dodge 
down, Abe Hummel tried to get him 
spirited, away to Mexico. Failing to do 
this, he supplied him with unlimited 
money for debauchery and nearly suc- 
ceeded in encouraging him to drink 
himself into a condition in which he 
could not appear 

Jerome, to arrest Dodge, enlisted the 
aid of the Texas Rangers. Abe Hummel 
tried to get him snatched away from 


them by scores and scores of desperate 
characters known as The Woodpeckers 
and The Jaybirds, whom he hired. 
This was the most dramatic attempt 
to defeat the law in the annals of 


American crime. There was nearly an 
openly waged battle! 


x x x 
One. day, however, when Abe looked 


in at the Criminal Courts, he saw out-- 


side Jerome’s office armed cowboys, with 
huge Stetson hats, sheepskin trousers 
and spurs. They were merry and 
laughing 

Then he knew that Charles Dodge 
had been got away from Texas to give 
evidence against him. He did not turn 
a hair. 

Both Charles Dodge and Charles 


Morse. the rival husbands. gave 
evidence at his trial. So did Morse’s 
uncle. 


Abe Hummel might have taken the 
stand in his own defence; but had he 
done so, the veil which, for years, had 
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covered the criminal practices in 
Centre Street would have been lifted. 

His counsel, pleading to the jury, 
called him “Poor little Hummel.” But 
Abe did not say a word. 

For many years he had practised 
every known kind of trickery and de- 
ceit. He had bribed and blackmailed 
and encouraged perjury. 

But he knew that, if he gave evidence, 
other people would be involved. So, to 
end, he kept silent, and went to 
jail. 

When he came out he lived in London, 
off Baker-st., with “The Girls.” You 
would see him on^“ the racecourses, 
always with a tip for you. 

In Paris you met him in the smart 
restaurants, where, every now arfd thefi, 
some well-informed American would 
recognise him, and Abe would turn 
away his eyes 

Yes, Abe Humme) finished his law 
career. game to the end. And. in his 
years of retirement, there was not one 
action of his against which you could 
say a word. He was just a nice little 
man.

EALISING that her High 

Sea Fleet would have little 

chance of defeating the 

British Fleet, Germany de- 

cided to attack merchant 

ships bringing food and raw 
materials towards England along the 
Atlantic trade routes, for at any hour 
of the week vast tonnage would be 
carrying such things as meat from the 
Argentine, wheat from Canada, 
etroleum from the West Indies, cocoa 
from West Africa, wool frem New 
Zealand and Australia 

On the eve of hostilities some of the 
biggest and fastest German liners were 
to arm themselves and then, as 
auxiliary cruisers, work down these 
shipping lanes harrying every vessel 
that showed the Red Ensign. 

Should any selected German liner 
happen’ to be-on voyage, she was to 
make for the nearést supply centre 
such as Las Palmas, Havana. Rio de 
Janeiro Bahia, Montevideo, where a 
supply officer would furnish her with 
guns, ammunition, and even coal. 

Smaller vessels would try to converge 
on these ports so that their coal would 
be at the raiders’ disposal, while from 
Germany itself several chosen crack 
steamers had to attempt a dash into 
the ‘Atlantic immediately before th 
ultimatum was presented. - 

The first of these improvised war- 
ships ready for the job was the well- 
known North German Lloyd s.s. Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, which was lying at 
Bremerhaven. This magnificent 14,349- 
ton, four-funnelled liner had created 
a sensation only seven years previously 
when she became Queen of the 
Atlantic, not merely in respect of 
luxury, but of speed. 


Declaration of War 


Travellers liked her steady 22 knots 
(whiċh in those days was exceptional), 
but whether against the Isle of Wight 
background or abreast of New York’s 
skyscrapers, she made an impressive 
picture. 

Not till midnight of August 4, 1914, 
did declaration of war by Britain 
against Germany take effect, yet on the 
previous day Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
was being transformed into a danger- 
ous raider. Her familiar yellow funnels 
and white upperworks were painted 
black, and six powerful 4.1-inch guns 
were mounted on the decks. In addi- 
tion to her normal crew of sailors and 
engineers, a number of naval ratings 
were sent aboard, and Captain Rey- 
mann, of the Imperial German Navy, 
took over command. They filled up her 
bunkers with coal, and on August 4 she 
steamed out of the Weser for her great 
adventure. 

Her orders were to make first in the 
direction of the Canaries, where she 
ought to have no difficulty in falling 
upon traffic coming up from West and 
South Africa, while a little to the south 
of this track she might count.on those 
fine passenger liners so popular among 
wealthy South Americans. 

But how to get clear of the British 
Isles? That was the difficulty. 

Reymann dared not steam by the 
much shorter and simpler English 
Channel. since such a tall ship would 
be too conspicuous through the Dover 
Straits and readily shadowed. He must 
therefore go right up the North Sea 
and round Iceland to avoid the block- 
ade which might, or might not, yet 
have been instituted off Scotland. 

The North Sea, even in its 
narrowest. is wider than the English 
Channel] at its broadest, so he hugged 
the Norwegian shores. thence headed 
north-west to the Arctic Circle, got 
caught for some hours among the 
frozen floes, but at 7 a.m. on August 7 
was 50 miles N.N.-W. of Iceland.

Tubal Cain, which had left Grimsby 
thirteen days ago. 

Skipper Charles Smith had learned 
that hostilities had broken out, and all 
he wished just then was to carry on 
his work. But Reymann surmised that 
fishermen might report the armed mer- 
chant cruiser to the first British war- 
ship which came along. 

Engines were stopped, and in spite of 
the difficult conditions a boat with two 
officers and men was lowered from the 
lofty deck. Bobbing over the waves, it 
finally bumped alongside Tubal Cain’s 
steel hull, and the officers leapt aboard. 

Ship’s papers were confiscated, and 
the Grimsby crew transferred to 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Left to 
her fate, the trawler was tumbling 
about worse than ever, but the great 
liner was such an unsteady platform 
that nearly fifty shots were fired before 
Tubal Cain was sunk. 


To the Canaries 


Had the German known, he might 
have saved himself all this roundabout 
route and the consumption of so much 
coal, for that cruiser squadron which 
was about to begin the Northern Patrol 
had not yet left the English Channel. 
But now, so near to Greenland’s icy 
mountains he could feel no nervous- 
ness of the British Navy, and began 
steering down the ‘Atlantic well clear 
of territorial waters, till at the end of 
nearly eight days he was in the kindly 
latitude of the Canaries. 

Not much doubt of that! 
room gave proof enough! 

Not till after this August 15 was 
British shipping taugh- to be ‘cautious. 
They were chattering away on the 
ether, making en clair signals, and 
ordering coal to be ready at their arrival 
in Teneriffe by a certain time. 

Because they gave their names it was 
easy enough for Captain Reymann to 
open “Lloyd’s Register,” turn over the 
pages, find all particulars as to tonnage, 
ownership. and so on. And so, when 
the Union Castle liner Galician, 
coming up from Cape Town. for 
Teneriffe, wirelessed inquiringly, “ Is the 
track clear—”, the German replied 
encouragingly. | 

She was a vessel of 6,762 tons, carry- 
ing 250 men, women and children. 
Luncheon was over, and passengers in 
deck-chairs were enjoying light litera- 
ture or dozing under the influence of 
pleasant warmth, when, S.W. of 
Teneriffe, a big black liner flying no flag 
began overhauling her. 


His wireless 


Wireless Destroyed 


Glasses were focused on the stranger, 
who now began to approach Galician, 
hoisted the German Naval Ensign, and 
signalled: “If you communicate by 
wireless I will sink you. Follow me.” 

Half an hour later, when Galician 
was told to stop, two boarding officers 
came alongside, aerials were taken 
down, wireless installation smashed up, 
ship’s papers examined, passengers and 
crew mustered for inspection. 

Two combatant passengers alone were 
taken prisoners, and after two hours 
Captain E. M. Day received orders to 
go ahead of the cruiser, steering fur- 
ther out into the Atlantic. Lights were 
extinguished, and boats made ready for 
everyone to abandon ship by dawn. 

Twice during the dark hours course 
again had to be altered, for the raider 
kept seeking another victim; but with 
daylight Captain Reymann was com- 
pelled to face a difficult problem. He 
had with him about 480 officers and 
men. What could he do with 250 pas- 
sengers and a hungry British crew to 
feed? This crowd would not merely 
limit his stores, but be a serious em- 
barrassment when he went into action. 
No good! At 5 a.m. he set Galician 
free, who turned and made for Teneriffe. 

Raiding was not going to be so easy 
after all, even though the British Navy, 
with so many demands on cruisers all 
over the world, had barely tackled as 
ye. the protection of trade routes. 

However, two hours later the German 
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This was the New Zealand Shipping 
Company’s S.S. Kaipara, 7,392 tons. 
She was no passenger vessel, but car- 
ried 4,000 tons of cargo, most of it being 
frozen meat from Montevideo for 
Bristol, and now had arrived at a spot 
only 170 miles S. by W. of Teneriffe. 

The usual signal, “ Stop your wireless 
or I will sink you,” had to be obeyed, 
the boarding party put off as before, 
British officers and crew were taken 
prisoners and the steamer sunk. 

At 1 p.m. another vessel, homeward 
bound from South America, appeared. 
She was the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company’s Arlanza, of 15,000 tons, 
Buenos Aires for Southampton; but 
when Reymann learnt that among her 
passengers were women and children, 
he did not waste time by sending off a 
boat, He let her pass, and she made 
for Las Palmas. Another lost effort! 

Now had Germany owned that capital 
of the Canaries, or some base at the 
Cape Verdes, or a corner of north-west 
Africa, events would have shaped them- 
selves. differently. The Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse might have tem- 
porarily received all passengers, sunk 
Shipping indiscriminately, and then 
rushed captives ashore for internment; 
whereas the most valuable of all vessels 
turned out to be nothing but nuisances. 

Thus do we understand that to-day 
the demand from Germany for colonies 
is inspired not wholly by desire of raw 
materials. Conveniently placed dock- 
yards and depots are essential for an 
overseas navy, and the main reason why 
German surface raiding collapsed after 
a few months was because these con- 
verted liners—unable to reach Germany 
once more—had no port of their own 
where dry-docking and engine over- 
hauls could be tackled. 

It was still August 16, but another 70 
miles further south of Teneriffe, when 
Captain Reymann stopped the Elder 
Liner Nyanza, bound from the West 
African coast with local produce for 
Liverpool. Of 3,066 tons, her cargo 
originally had been destined for Ham- 
burg, so that when the German took 
the few men prisoners and destroyed 
their ship, it profited him little. 

Then crisis loomed, Twelve days of 
continuous steaming between icy north 
and tropical south had produced a total 
bag of three prizes amounting to less 
than 11,000 tons, but the cost had been 
utterly disproportionate. 


Empty Bunkers 


A more unsuitable vessel for this sort 
of work could never have been selected. 
Cruiser warfare demands not persist- 
ent high speed, but rather economy 
and independence, long endurance and 
large radius of activity—the very quali- 
ties which Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
did not possess. 

Her engines and bunker-space had 
been designed for short, quick runs, so 
that she could be coaled twice a week: 
once in Germany, and once in New 
York. Her fuel consumption was ter- 
ribly etravagant, and even at half- 
speed she ate up 250 tons daily. 

Captain Reymann needed coal 
urgently, and many hundreds of tons. 
Otherwise his fate was predestined. 

At the north-west shoulder of 
Africa lies the lonely anchorage of Rio 
de Oro, which is Spanish territory, the 
small settlement being administered by 
a sub-Governor. And into this spot 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse steamed on 
the night of August 16. Her wireless 
request had been obeyed, so that she 
found the ss. Duala there waiting 
with 850 tons of coal. Of course, this 
did not suffice, but next came the 
Arucas with her quota, having illegally 
slipped out of internment from 
Teneriffe. ° 

A few days later arrived the ‘Austrian 
s.s. Magdeburg with 1,400 tons of coal 
and provisions. But better still was the 
s.s. Bethania, which brought 6,000 tons. 
Wireless and good organisation, pre- 
tence and bounce had done wonders. 

So, too, when a Spanish official at 
Rio de Oro came to inquire the reason 
for the four-funnelled ship’s presence, 
and why she still remained after two 
days, he was fobbed off with the lie 
that Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse had 
just put in to give her engineers time 
to make some slight repairs. 

By August 20 Duala’s holds had been 
emptied, and Reymann sent her into 
Las Palmas, where she arrived two 
days later. Arucas was alongside, and 
the other two tenders had still to be 
dealt with, but the raider seemed in no 
great hurry. She was quite snug, and 
needed full stowage before rushing out 
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ECRETS OF THE 
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American area, and it seemed scarcely 
probable her enemies would learn of 
this hiding-place. 

But sailors have a way of biurting 
cout sensational truths. A couple of 
d@,s after Duala’s arrival at Las 
Palmas the Kaiser Wilhelm’s secret 
came out and Admira! Stoddart sent 
Captain H. T. Buller, R.N., in H.M.S. 
Highflyer to investigate. Tite latter 
was a somewhat old-fashioned, light 
cruiser of 5,600 tons. Built in 1900, she 
had until a few weeks previously been 
used as a training ship. At the best 
she could do only 20 knots. but she 
mounted eleven 6-inch guns. 

When. therefore, on the afternoon ol 
August 26 several hundred Germans 
looked up from their work and saw the 
British cruiser with three navy-grey 
funnels, her two fighting-tops and flut- 
tering White Ensign appear suddenly

from nowhere, one can imagine that 

“sinking” feeling of a two-fold 

description. 

An end to all bluff! The game was 
over at last! Little use trying to fool 
the British, as the Spaniards had been 
fooled. Reymann was caught, so to 
speak, with his boots off and could not 
run away. Steam was not ready, a 
collier lay along each side, and the 
third tender a little way off. 


Ordered Surrender 


With studied restraint, Captain Buller 
ordered th: raider to surrender, but 
with a fine gesture Captain Reymann 
replied that “ German warships do not 
surrender.” which showed that pretence 
no longer existed. 

Again was signalled the demand to 
surrender. but a second time the raider 
declined; yet, even though the English- 
man allowed her ninety minutes, she 
would not raise steam and come out

Narrow Escape 


We obtained three of them, and I was 
fortunate enough to secure the services 
of Bieler, the German air ace who had 
flown with the Richthofen Squadron 
during the war.

I got my camera ready for action, but 
almost immediately we flew into a zone 
of volcanic gas that set us both cough- 
ing and brought the tears streaming to 
our eyes. even beneath our goggles. 

Blinded by these tears and gasping 
for breath, I tried to shout to Bieler, 
but he seemed to be in almost a worse 
state than I was myself. He turned for 
a moment towards me and nodded and 
pointed as though to say: “ Hold tight, 
I’m going to dive!” 

A moment later we were roaring right 
across the face of the crater and look- 
ing down upon seething clouds of 
vapour shot with fire. 

I suppose that swoop could not have 
lasted more than a few seconds, but it 
was more than long enough for us. 

Bieler handled ‘he plane magnifi- 
cently, brought us through to clear air 
and made a good landing. But he had 
to be lifted out in a semi-conscious con- 
dition, and I was also in a state of 
collapse. 

In spite of this somewhat nerve- 
racking experience, the 
took off by air next day for Ocosingo, 
our first base.

“By whom?” I asked, and he replied, 
“ By the Little Men.” 

The natives were clearly frightened, 
but our party had been looking forward 
to an encounter with some of the 
pygmies of the grotesque and degener- 
ate tribe which was said to be descended 
from the proud race which had once 
ruled in that land. 

These pygmies were known as Lacan- 
dons and previous expeditions had 
brought back no reliable account of 
them. 
` More than one party of travellers was 
believed, indeed, to have been killed by 
the Little Men. It was the Lacandons’ 
vicious habit to strew the forest tracks 
with poisoned spikes, but all our party 
was heavily shod with thick leather 
boots which were proof against this 
danger. 

For many days we continued our slow 
advance, conscious on numerous occa- 
sions of shadows that flitted away 
among the trees.

Digging under the floor of one of the 
temples, we broke into a burial vault, 
and here we found a mummy such as 
we had seen in Egypt. Its wrappings 
were wound in exactly the same way 
and were of the same material, and the 
embalming had been done with similar 
herbs. Moreover, the garments were 
smeared with the gum-resin used in 
Egypt. 

Owing probably to the damper 
climate. this mummy was badly pre- 
served, but we made one extraordinary 


discovery. The teeth had been re-| 
placed by opals, cut to the shape o*| 
real teeth. Whether this had been 


done before or after death it was im- 
possible to decide. 

A technical record of our many finds 
in this lost city would be out of place 
here, but it is worth mentioning that a 
great many wall carvings were practic- 
ally identical with those of the ancient 
Egyptian times. 

One bas relief was exceptionally in- 
teresting, for it portrayed a multitude 
of people apparently stricken with 
some dread disease, and suggested the 
possibility that the inhabitants 
perished of the plague. 

We spent many months excavating 
these ruins, and returned to a living 
civilisation at last after an absence of 
nearly two years. 

When we got back to Mexico City 
three of our party were suffering from 
malaria or dysentery, and all of us with- 
out exception were in a bad way with 
poisoned sores from insect bites. But 
we had done what we set out to do, 
and that knowledge was our rich 
reward.

He accordingly 
secured a position with the Netherlands 
Trading Society, and went out East. 

Sir Henri used afterwards to say that 
it was his first job out in the Indies 
which laid the foundations of his suc- 
cessful qualities. He was set to unravel 
the almost hopelessly complicated books 
of the Society’s branch at Deli, where the 
book-keeping had been dubious for more 
than a year. 

Sir Henri spent eight years in the 
employ of the Netherlands Trading 
Society. Then, in 1896, he offered his 
services to the Royal Dutch Petroleum 
Company. After one year’s service he 
became assistant managing director. 

In 1901 he became managing director, 
and a year later he was general manager 
of the whole world concern. 

Sir Henri later organised the federa- 
tion of Dutch and English oil interests, 
and thus had in his employ some 40,000 
people, including more than 6,000 in 
England. 

In 1920 he was knighted for his ser- 
vices in the promoting of industrial 
interests. 

Sir Henri had two sons and one 
daughter by his first marriage, and two 
daughters by his second marriage to 
Lydia Pavlovna, daughter of the late 
General Koudoyaroff, in 1924. 

In May, 1936, his second marriage 
ended in a divorce, which was held in 
camera. The following month Sir Henri 
married his’ third wife, Fraulein Char- 
lotte Minna Knaack. He was then 
seventy years of age, and his bride was 
thirty-nine.

OFFICIAL WARNINGS 

One suggestion is that registrars should 
warn British girls, before a marriage, of 
the various difficulties involved in com- 
plying with the laws of the countries to 
which the prospective husbands belong. 

This might, for instance, prevent girls 
from marrying foreigners who are 
allowed, by the laws of their own 
country, to have more than one wife

All the same, Mr. Chamberlain was 
quite right. when he referred to this 
Reichstag speech in our own House of 
Commons, to remind Herr Hitler that 
actions speak louder than words and 
that all the world is waiting for a little 
more butter and fewer guns.

CANNOT forget, and nobody 
ought to forget, that the new 
defence estimates for this country 
amount to the stupendous total of 
£477,000,000, and that this is an increase 
of no less than a hundred and thirty- 
four millions upon last year’s figures!

Sir John Simon gave the whole com- 
munity a good business tonic when he 
announced that the State intends to 
meet those war risks which insurance 
companies cannot cover. 


It is true, of course, that even the 
State itself dare not sign an entirely 
blank cheque: No country could guaran- 
tee full compensation for all the pos- 
sible loss which a modern war might 
entail. 


But the Chancellor has accepted the 
principle of national liability for indi- 
vidual death, injury or loss. All 
workers will have pension and com- 
pensation rights similar to those of the 
Sailor, the soldier and the airman. 


And all property owners, particularly 
the millions of small householders, will 
be given compensation up to an agreed 
minimum, if their property should be 
damaged. 


Full details of this scheme are not 
yet available, but it is obviously com- 
prehensive and studiously fair to “the 
little man.” It was overdue and badly 
needed, but it is none the less welcome

ARD on the heels of Simon’s 
announcement came Sir 
Reginald Dorman - Smith’s maiden 


speech as Minister of Agriculture. 


Earlier in the day the farm folk had 
been marching through London from 
Tower Hill to Victoria Embankmeng. a 
thousand strong. Sir Reginald must 
have had the echo of their tramping 
feet in his ears when he rose to address 
the House. 


He promised all the farming com- 
munity “swift and direct action.” “No 
country,” he declared, “can stay as 
strong and vital as ours is, and as we 
intend it to remain, if it allows the 
land to decay.” 


Evidently, too, hé was not thinking of 
the farmers alone: he had the farm 


labourers and the farmers’ boys equally 
in mind. 


“If we are to expect farm workers to 
remain on the land,” said he, “and, 
indeed, return to it in the numbers I 
should like to see, we must leave no 
doubts .in their mind ‘that they will 
receive a square deal.” 


So far, so good. Sir Reginald’s sin- 
cerity is beyond question and his in- 
tentions are excellent, but “let not him 
that putteth on his armour boast as he 
that taketh it off.” 


There can be only one “square deal” 
for the farm labourer, and that implies 
rates of pay and conditions of work 
which are not inferior to factory wages 
and conditions. 


There can be only one “square deal” 
for the farmer himself. and that im- 
plies the chance to farm his land, pay 
fair wages to his men, and still make a 
reasonable livelihood. 


And finally, there can be only one 
“square deal” for the country as a 
whole: it must know what all this is 
going to cost and who is going to pay 
for it.

For Consumers 


HOPE that even my. farming 

‘ readers will not resent a re- 

minder that agriculture is already re- 

ceiving £14,500,000 a year in direct sub- 

sidies. Now the farmers are hoping for 
another fifteen millions. 


Apparently Sir Reginald intends to 
give it to them, and it is by no means 
SSS eeeHE 
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too high a price to pay for renewed 
prosperity in this great industry. 


- But millions do not grow like black- 
berries even in Westminster. Govern- 
ments have no money; only people. 
Every penny in every pound must come 
out of some individual pocket, and some 
of them certainly out of yours and 
mine, 


Let us hope, therefore, that Sir Regi- 
nald will only rifle the richer pockets. 
Let us hope that, if subsidies there must 
be, they will be open subsidies and not 
secret ones.
